TALKS PROHIBITION AT

The Postmaster-General’s First Pub-

PHILADELPHIA, ‘March $1,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Postmaster-General Wana- 
maker made his first public utterance, since 
taking office, at Bethany Sunday-school, to- 
day, on the question of high license or 
prohibition. He deelared in favor of a 
constitutional amendment, and exhorted 
those who listened to his words to work, 
pray and vote for it. Mr. Wanamaker an- 
nounced that he had been requested to talk 
of temperance. After speaking in a gen- 
eral way of the necessity of temperance in 
all things, he referred to the wreck of the

Some of the Most Awfal Disasters in 
History Have Ocourred During 
the Past’ Nine Decades — The 


Spirit of Christianity Spreading 
Over the Earth, *

KANSAS Crrr, March 
reported for Tue Tinmms.] The Rev. 
T. De Witt Talmage preached a ser- 
mon here today on Wonders of Disas- 
ter and Blessing,“ his text being: 1 
will show wonders in the heavens and 
in the earth’’—Joel ii, 80. He said: 

Dr. Cumming—-great and good man 
—would have told us the exact time of 
the tulfillment of this prophecy. As I 
stepped into his study in London on 
my arrival from Paris, just after che 
French had surrendered at Sedan, the 
good Doctor said to me: It is just as I 
told you about France; people laughed 
at me because I talked about the seven 
horns and the vials, but I foresaw all 
this from the Book of Daniel and the 
Book of Revelation.“ Not taking any 
such responsibility in the interpreta- 
tion of this passage, I simply * 
that there are in it suggestions of 
many things in our time. 

Our eyes dilate and our heart quick- 
ens its pulsations as we read of —— 
in the third century, the sixth centu 
the eighth century, the fourteenth 
century; but there are. more far-reach- 
ing events crowded — ee nineteenth 


century than into a ther, and the 
last quarter bids fa to eclipse the 
— three quarters. We read in 


the daily newspapers of events an- 
nounced in one paragraph, and without 
any especial emphasis, of events which 
erodotus, a Josephus, a Xenophon, 

a Gibbou would have taken whole 
pee ers or whole volumes to elaborate. 

Looking out upon our time, we must 
cry out in the words of the text: Won- 


ders in the heavens and in the earth.” |The Dead Sea 


propose to show you that the time 
in which we live is wonderful for dis- 
aster and wonderful for blessing, for 
there must be lights and shades in this 
picture as in all others. Need I argue 
this day that our time is wonderful for 
disaster? Our world has had a rough 
time since by the hand of God 1t was 
bowled out into space. It is an epileptic 
world; convulsion after convulsion; 
frosts’ ptergpye| it with sledge hammer 
of iceberg, and fires melting it with 
furnaces seven hundred times heated. 
It is a wonder to me it has lasted 80

But I was in 
Minnesota, where there was ane of 
those cyclones on land that swept the 
city of Rochester from fts foundations, 
and took dwelling-houses barns, men 
women, children, horses, cattle, and 
tossed them into indiscriminate ruin, 
and lifted a rail train and dashed it 
down, a mightier hand than that of 
the engineer on the airbrake.

LEGSLATIVE CORRUPTION AND | 


ITS REMEDY. 


The'adjburnment ofthe recent dis- 
reputable State Legislature has 


gossip to the surface, which was diplo- 
matically suppressed, as long as the 
Legislature was in session. From the 
perusal of a large number of inter- 
views and communications on the sub- 
ject, from parties on the inside, it is 
easy toarrive at the conclusion that 
the two B’s—Boruck and Buckley— 
backed by willing tools, are mainly re- 
sponsible for the disgraceful record 
which the Sacramento Solons have 
left behind them. Buckley’s influence 
especially is being shown up in great 
style as the days roll by. San Fran- 
cisco should indeed feel proud of this 
contribution to the pdlitical machin- 
ery of the State—the Blind Boss. 

Assemblyman M. C. Chapman 
recently told an Oakland journal that 
Christ Buckley is principally responsi- 
ble for the appropriations and 
misdeeds of the Legislatwie. Mr. 
Chapman says there were 15 assembly- 
men in the Sar’ Francisco delegation 
whose votes were at all times com- 
niwidéd by Boss Buckley; every day 
Jerry Driscoll would come in and give 
orders; there was not a single day 
when this noble group did not get 
orders direct from Buckley and some- 
times they would hear from him 20 
times. Usually Driscoll would come 
in and speak to about three of the 15, 
and these three would tell the others 
what the orders were. On one occa- 
sion the lambs got wrong, but before 
the roll-call was finished an order to 
change arrived and every one of the 
group rose and changed his vote. The 
Buckley influence, of course, extended 
over a great many other members, but 
these 15 were his exclusive property. 
He influenced Republicans as well as 
Democrats, and all the would-be 
leaders had to consult him. On the 
last day of the session one of the Re- 
publican leaders was in conference 
with Buckley for two hours. 


sums of money were spent 
to effect the fate of bills. This was 
80 well known that, towards the closing 
days of the session, it was taken as a 
matter of course, even by members 
who were opposed to such practice. 
In the case of the Mutual Insurance 
Bill, not an argument was used against 
the principle of the bill except money. 
There is a remedy for this 
ful state of affairs. That is, the elec- 
tion of a better class of members. In 
order to do this good citizens must 
take more interest in the preliminary 
steps of politics. They must attend 
the primaries, and not be afraid to 
rub shoulders with undesirable per- 
sons. Another necessary step is the 
punishment of those legislators who 
have disgraced themselves and sold 
out their constituents. There is prob- 
ably no legal punishment which could 
be enforced against them, but there is 
still a power in public opinion which 
such men dread. As long as men can 
be elected to the Legislature, sell out 
their constituents, come back with 
their pockets full of money, and look 
down with a supercilious and patron- 
izing air on the hard working, 
honest men who elected them, we 
must not hope for any improvement in 
this direction. Make the acceptance 
of bribes in the Legislature as disrep- 
utable as the stealing of a loaf to sup- 
port a starving family, and bribery 
will no longer be fashionable. Let a 
close watch be kept over legislators, 
and let those who return with dirty 
hands be treated rather as thieves 
than as honest men. Let them be os- 
tracized and given to understand that 
they have no place among decent 
people. 
This is the only cure for Buckley- 
ism and Boruckism. The people have 
the remedy in their own hands. Many 
honorable and independent journals— 
of which Tur Tres desires to be con- 
sidered one—will gladly stand by the 
side of the people in such a movement 
to make corruption unpopular. But 
the people themselves must act. Will 
they do so? If not, then let them 
cease to complain of legislative turpi- 
tude, but rather bear with what con- 
tent they may the chains which they 
themselves have forged. 


BUNCOISM AND PSYCHOMETRY. 


The evidence in the case of the 
bunco men now being tried in this 
city brings into prominence a fact 
which has frequently been impressed 
upon the public of late—the ease with 


which men of the world can be im- 


posed upon byconfidence men. 

Here, in this instance, we havea 
man of great prominence in New York 
city, a retired lawyer, who has doubt- 


less handled many similar cases in a} 


professional way; a man who reads the 
papers and has frequently smiled, in a 


pitying manner, at the credulity of 


persons who have allowed themselves 
to be victimized by sharpers—yet, in 
spite of all this, he, like the greenest 
of green country bumpkins, allowed 
himself to be swindled out of more 
than five thousand dollars by a couple 
of ordinary bunco men, at the old, old, 


threadbare game of the green cloth 


with numbers on it. 
There can be but one reasonable ex- 
planation of these frequent occur- 


rences; which is that these swindlers 


possess a metaphysical power over 
their victims, somewhat similar to 
that which the snake exercises over 
the bird which itis about to devour. 
Intelligent men, who have been taken 
in by such devices, almost invariably 
come to their senses as soon as they 
get beyond the influence of the men 
who have swindled them. They then 
see their foolishness as plainly as any- 
one else, and are unable to explain 


how they could be so easily duped. 


They were, in short, hypnotized to a 
certain degree. “Recent experiments 
in Paris have shown the wonderful 
power which the possession of this 
quality gives its owner over the sub- 
ject. The person operated upon can 
be made to do anything that is re- 


‘quired of him. Proof abundant has 


been furnished of this. It is no longer 
a theory, but a well-established fact; 
go much so that the French Govern- 
ment has found it necessary to take 


steps to regulate—and in some cases 
forbid—the exercise of this power. 

Far too little attention is paid to 
the study of psychometry by physicians 
andscientists nowadays. We are woe- 
fully ignorant on these subjects. Sev- 
eral thousand years of investigation 
has taught physicians something of 
the properties of the body, but little 
of practical value about its ailments. 
Of the mind, scarcely anything is 
known, either of its properties or dis- 
eases. Itis only when some peculiar 
and apparently inexplicable freak on 
the part of rational persons is brought 
to our notice that we elevate our brows 
and wonder what it can mean. 


HALSTEAD’S CASE. 


It is reported that in the contest 
over Murat Halstead’s nomination, 
Senator Payne of Ohio made his op- 
position to the Cincinnati journalist 
a personal matter, and threatened to 
resign undes Halstead was rejected. 
Nen he done so, and the two men 
gone to the country together, there is 
scarcely a doubt about the result of 
the people's verdict. That Coal Oil 
Payne is a boodler, or at least was 
elected by boodle methods, either 
with or without his knowledge, is a 
conviction that long since took 
strong hold upon the  pub- 
lic mind. The natural and 
reasonable thing for the Senate 
to do when charges of corruption, 
affecting Payne,were formally laid be- 
fote it by che Republican wing of the 
Ohio Legislature. was, to hear and in- 
vestigate those charges, and to decide 
upon their truthfulness or falsity, ac- 
cording to the facts. Instead of that, 
the Senate voted that it had no juris- 
diction.” For this dodging of the 
question—this discreditable Senatorial 
shuffling—Halstead sharply criticised 
the Senate, bearing down with especial 
severity upon the Senators of his 
own party. If his strictures were un- 
justified by the facts, the more need 
was there of the investigation, that 
the truth might be known. 

Coal Oil Payne and his Senatorial 
sympathizers have won a costly vic- 
tory, which will yet turn into the bit- 
terness of defeat.
